Objections were voiced here Friday with the announcement that William D. Hale, 37, one 
of two men convicted for the 1939 murder of Twin Falls Police Officer Craitr T. Bracken, will 
bo paroled. 

The state board of corrections Thursday granted Hale a parole, effective April 14, with 
the parole to extend for an indefinite period, the Associated and United Press reported. 

Prosccutinc Attorney Everett M. Swecley. who gained Hale's conviction pointed out that 
Hale's attorney, J. M. Lampcrt, Boise, pleaded with the jury to "send Hale away for the 
rest of his natural life." Swecley tiaid Lampcrt's pica indicated Lamport's belief in the 
mental deficiency of Hale

Hale and Danny Williams were 
convicted of killing Bracken. Wll-

On Marshall Aim 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 «V-Secre- 
tary of State Marshall's global 
strategy for peaco appears likely to 
meet a critical test in congress over 
his aid for China program. 

Officials have disclosed that this 
program calls for til 0,000.000 of 
American assistance to the Chinese 
government during: the 15 months 
beginning April 1. 

While the sum Is considerably 
larger than the 1300.000.000 Mar- 
shall previously suergested informal- 
ly. It Is expected to encounter criti- 
cism, bolh In and out of congress, 
from advocates of much grcati 
help. 

Another aspect which may draw 
critical fire is the reported lack of 
any provision for military assist- 
ance Tor the Chinese nationalist 
forces battling Chinese communists 
over a large area.

There Is nothing new In the Soviet rov- 
ernmcnt'4 elforta to remove nil western in- 
fluence from Russian minds. Every so often 
we read that an author, playwright, com' 
poser or other artist has been reprimanded- 
or worse — lor succumbing to "bourgeois" In- 
fluences. 

But now these efforts have been extended 
into a less familiar field, and one that con- 
eems the western nations more closely, 
cording to Will Llssner, a New York Times 
reporter, ,t,he Soviet union's ace economist 
Is now In the doghouse. The reasons are 
Interesting, but not very encouraging. 

The economist is Dr. Eugen Varga, a Hun- 
garian-born Marxist who has lived In Russia 
since 1020. He was Premier Stalin's per- 
sonal economic adviser during the war. 
lore that he had been the Communist Inter- 
national's economic expert. The account of 
his fall from grace .was found in official 
Soviet publications which recently came into 
Mr. Llssncr's possession. 

Dr. Varga's principal sin, It seems, was his 
conclusion that a crisis was not Imminent 
In capitalist countries; that there was no 
economic reason for a struggle between Rus- 
sian communism and western capitalism, and 
that Russia's economic development depend- 
ed more on the western nations than on 
the new satellite states. 

The economist arrived at these conclusions 
after a long study of capitalist economics 
and their postwar outlook. He was assigned 
this task by the Russian Communist party. 
His study and similar ones by western econo- 
mists seem to have been the basis for the 
Soviet- American discussion of reconstruction 
loans to Russia, before relations between the 
two governments reached their present un- 
happy state. 

The disquieting thing Is that Dr. Varga 
has lost his high post in the Soviet Academy 
of Science for saying the same thing that Mr. 
Stalin said in a wetl-publlcized Interview with 
' Harold Stassen. In fact, Mr. Stalin's words 
were quoted to the American press by the new 
Russian ambassador to this country the day 
after Mr. Llssncr's story appeared. The 
Stalin statement was that Russia and the 
United States "certainly can co-operate with 
one another. The difference (In economic 
systems) between them is of no substantial 
Importance since the matter In question Is 
their co-operation." 
The Russians may argue that the U. S. 
- does not want to co-operate, But that docs 
not cancel Mr. Stalin's statement that the 
difference In systems Is no bar to co-opera- 
tlon. 

The most cheerful Interpretation of this 
Incident is that the Varga findings are out of 
line with Soviet propaganda. The Stalin- 
Stasscn interview may or not have been 
printed In the Russian press. Wc don't know. 
But Dr. Varga's views were contained in a 
book that was available to the Russian pub- 
lic 

Mr. Lissner'a information Is that Dr. 
Varga refused to say his views were wrong, 
even when he was called on the carpet. But 
his opinion that capitalism was not tottering 
and that a showdown was not inevitable ran 
counter to the present party line. So he had 
to be branded as "wrong." 

The other interpretation is that the Soviet 
government has decided, against good econo- 
mic advice, that it will not cooperate with 
capitalism. Such a course Is senseless, and 
dangerous. But, unhappily, the trend 
Russian policy, unless It is largely bluff, sup- 
ports the second interpretation.

Until those who lynch or try to lynch meet Justice, the 
blood or the nation's hands may pale a little, or grow 
lets, but thoa* hands will be bloody suit.
